Continuation of 2. NOTE: 

(1) The amendment of claim 20, line 5, is improper, and raises a new issue under 35 USC 112 2nd Par. The phrase "agglomerated breai 
particles" is not properly amended from "agglomerated bread improver. Further, they are not "bread particles" (particles of bread), per se. 

(2) The submission of the new Declaration at this point in prosecution raises new issues of search and consideration for applicable art 
prior to applicants' newly-claimed foreign priority date. Applicants have received two Office actions where the rejections appropriately 
utilized references published after 2-26-02, and had not addressed the issue prior to the latest response. Applicants' original declaration 
did not properly identify and claim priority to the EPO document 98870039.9 (thus apparently necessitating the new declaration). A 
potential new set of rejections would be improper at this stage of prosecution, after the Final Office Action. Applicants are Invited to 
request continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, if applicable. 
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
